RARE OLD MANUSCRIPT 
Translation of a Mathematical 
Work Dating Back to the Days of 
Haroun Al Raschid. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In examining the old man- 
uscripts in the Columbia library, Prof. 
Eugene Smith came upon one of the 
rarest mathematical documents in ex- 
istence. It is a translation of a work 
by Mohammed Ben Musa Al Khowar- 
. celebrated mathematician of 
a Bagdad school which flourished un- 
der Haroun Al Raschid of “Arabian 
Nights” fame and Al Mansur. 

The document came to Columbia In a 
large consignment of old books and 
manuscripts bouglit in the second-hand 
book shops of Europe. An Arabian 
mathematician wrote the first known 
treatise on “Algebra.” In 1871, 4 eu- 
rious Latin translation made by Ro- 
bertus Castreunis in the year 1145 was 
accidentally discovered in the Vienna 
library.

But, taking all these things 
into account, the fact remains that 
the average disasters, per mile of 
trackage, aud per capita of passen- 
gers, te very much larger in the 
Unalted States than in any other coun- 
try on earth. 

Why is this so? There must be a 
reason for % palpable and 80 de- 
plorable a fact. It is not a mere co- 
incidence, for the statistics of ral 
way disasters, covering a long series 
of years, will show a steady prepon- 
derance of disasters against the rail- 
ways of the United States. With al! 
our boasted supremacy in the me- 
chanical world: with our tbousands 
of safety devices, the use of some of 
which been made compulsory by 
law; all our progress and pre- 
eminence in inventive skill and ge- 
nius, we kill and maim more people 
in railway disasters, proportionately 
to the number of persons transported, 
than any other nation on the globe.
